Due to vacancies in several commissions, the Si¬ 
erra Madre City Council announced its new ap¬ 
pointed commissioners in last Tuesday's meeting. 
The council also approved a request from TCI 
Cablevision allowing the city’s access channel to 
be shared with the City of Arcadia's channel on a 
temporary basis. 

The new appointment procedure was imple¬ 
mented and candidates were interviewed in a spe¬ 
cial meeting held January 8. All newly appointed 
commissioners with the exception of the Mosquito 
Abatement Commission, will serve the existing 
term. They will be eligible for reappointment on 
two additional full terms at the conclusion of the 
current term. 

The council appointed Charles Miller to the 
Parks and Recreation Committee. Miller has 35 
years of experience with the City of Los Angeles 
and serves the L.A. Museum of Natural History. 

Steven Dreher was appointed as a new commis¬ 
sioner for the Tree Preservation Commission. 
Dreher is involved in tree care and would like to 
educate the residents on the care of trees. 

The new Planning Commissioner will be Gor¬ 
don Miller. Miller has already served for four 
years on the Planning Commission and has put in 
many volunteer hours working towards the adop¬ 
tion of the General Plan. Miller was the only com¬ 
missioner not to receive a unanimous vote from the 
City Council. 

"There are always more good qualified people 
than positions available,” remarked Mayor Gary 
Adams. He also stressed those indhriduals not cho¬ 
sen, should keep interest in the city, and that posi¬ 
tions on some other commissions will be available 
in the future. 

Councilwoman Mary Ann MacGillvray praised 
the new appointment procedure. "It gave us a 
major insight as to who these people are, " she 
explained. ”We had five very qualified candidates 
for the Planning Commission." 

Local Origination Manager, Bill Gray spoke on 
behalf of TCI Cablevision in order to request to 
temporarily combine Sierra Madre's channel 27 
with Arcadia's channel 20. TCI is currently re¬ 
working some of the main lines of its cable service. 
Combining the two channels will ease the efforts 
to increase reliability of the system and to reduce 
noise to lower levels allowing better picture qual¬ 
ity. 

'fhe temporary combination would last approxi¬ 
mately three months. All decisions involving cov¬ 
erage and air time will be discussed between TCI 
and the two city's councils. Channel 27 will com¬ 
bine with Arcadia's channel 20 beginning Febru¬ 
ary 1. After April 15, TCPs goal in bringing back 
Sierra Madre's channel full time, it will remain as 
chaimel 20. The City of Arcadia's channel will no 
longer be carried in Sierra Madre. TCI suggested 
the possibility of airing Arcadia's City Council 
meetings on Sierra Madre's channel, once it be¬ 
comes full time again. Channel 27, now made 
available because of the move will be used for a 
new network.

QUESTION: 1 bought a used 
1990 Ford Festi va L plus Automatic. 
The muffler has a vibrating noise at 
50 m.p.h. and when I decelerate the 
car. I had a mechanic adjust the heat 
shield but the vibration continues. 
Any suggestion on how to stop the 
noise and get it fixed? 

ANSWER: A problem like yours 
is not easy to solve. In your case, it 
could be one or more of the heat shields 
along the entire exhaust system, or it 
could be a crack on the exhaust mani- 
R)ld or on the exhaust pipe where it 
joins the muffler (possibly the welded 
joints are slightly cracked causing a 
rattle). Additionally, the vibration 
could be related to other parts of the car 
and not necessarily to the exhaust. We 
suggest that you have your vehicle 
thoroughly checked to make sure it is 
not a problem that affects your safety.

idea. “They Just asked me 
to come up with a piece on 
the topic that was funny on 
the surface, but also com¬ 
plicated,” says Kincaid. 

Jim also does book re¬ 
views for the New York 
Times, and op-ed pieces 
(“when they call me”). His 
seventh book, “Manufac¬ 
turing Virtue: The Culture 
of Child Molesting,” will 
be out in the fall. Says 
Kincaid, “It’s basically 
about what’s going on 
generally in our culture 
with children and sex, and 
how we eroticize young 
children.” The book is be¬ 
ing published by Duke 
University Press. Most of 
his earlier books were 
“academic literary stud¬ 
ies” of the figures from his 
Victorian Literature 
classes, but this one, he 
says, is “aimed at a broader 
audience.” 

He is also working on 
his second novel. Says 
Kincaid, “I finished one 
novel, which nobody likes 
well enough to publish.” 
The first novel, a comic 
piece, is about a man writ¬ 
ing a novel. A second man 
stops by to help him, and 
the readers are treated to 
the character’s novel, as 
well as the interludes be¬ 
tween the two. The second 
is more psychologically 
ambitious, written about 
the nature of physical and 
psychological traps that 
people get themselves into.

School Board Report 

Board Supports 
Reduction 


By Lynne Bodice 

The AUSD Governing Board had quite a bit of busi¬ 
ness to discuss at their first School Board meeting of the 
year, held on Jan. 14. 

On the action agenda, the Board voted unanimously 
in support of a resolution for full state funding for the 
Class Size Reduction program. A program that was en¬ 
thusiastically implemented last year, it is only partially 
funded and as such, the current funding is inadequate for 
full implementation of the program. 

There were public hearings for the fiscal impact and 
approval of the 1996/97 district agreiement with Arcadia 
Teachers Association (ATA), and with the Arcadia Pu¬ 
pil Support Services Association (APSSA). Both were 
passed on a 5-0 vote by the Governing Board, but are 
contingent upon each group ratifying these agreements 
as well. 

The Board approved an emergency resolution to up¬ 
grade the electrical panel at Santa Anita Elementary 
School, a project deemed necessary during the recent 
holiday break. 

Finally, the Board approved the continuation of a let¬ 
ter of agreement between Methodist Hospital and 
Arcadia USD for the 1996-97 school year. One last item, 
a personnel recommendation, was discussed later that 
evening in closed session. 

The information items, described by deputy superin¬ 
tendent Dr. Mimi Hennessy as mostly updates to the 
current board policies, were discussed as first readings. 
All will appear on the Jan. 28 agenda for action. 

Changes were discussed in terms of communication 
with parents/guardians of students, and prohibition of 
Anabolic Steroids. In both cases, the Board requested 
that some of the language in the Board Policy be changed 
slightly for future approval. 

The Board also discussed two other policies dealing 
with student dress & grooming and dress codes for gang-

RYDER - James Hall Ryder, a native of Pasadena and 
recently of Laguna Hills, passed away in December at 
the California Christian Home in Rosemead. He was 83. 
A memorial service was held January 12 at the First 
Christian Church of Pasadena. He was the youngest son 
of the late Fred Lincoln Ryder and the late Mary Wallace 
Ryder. 

Fred and his brother Arthur Ryder came to Pasadena 
from Portland, Maine in 1886. The two brothers first 
lived in a tent near what is now South Hudson Avenue 
and helped build homes and businesses in the Oak Knoll 
area. This pioneer family was closely associated with 
the Tournament of Roses. Fred Ryder and two brothers 
headed the first parade riding high bicycles. They owned 
Ryder Cyclery and a grocery store on Raymond Just 
south of Colorado. 

James lived on South Los Robles as a child and later 
in San Marino. He lived in Alhambra for 25 years with 
his wife and two daughters. He was a graduate of PCC 
and of use and was a well known mechanical engineer. 
He patented an air cooling system for automobile en¬ 
gines, a fighter pilot’s helmet, and a chemical defense 
air crew breathing ensemble. 

He was a life member of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers, a member of Kiwanis, the Boy Scouts of 
America, and was extremely active in the First Chris¬ 
tian Church of Pasadena. 

He was predeceased by his first wife Betty Hambleton 
Ryder in 1985. He and Betty Ryder lived and were very 
active in Sierra Madre for over 15 years until her death 
in 1985 and his remarriage in 1987. He is survived by 
his wife Leona Quick Ryder of Laguna Hills, formerly 
of Pasadena, and his brother John Ryder of Portland, 
Oregon.

weekend. The miracle 
was that she grew stron¬ 
ger, met a handsome 
young man and married 
him. Mr. Bayard bought 
the ten acres on which his 
wife had camped, and 
they built a home and soon 
added Doris to their fam¬ 
ily. It is true that Mrs. 
Bayard was never com¬ 
pletely strong, and she 
died when Doris was 
twelve, but she never 
stopped singing the 
praises of Sierra Madre’s 
climate.
